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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 4-9, 1 4- 1 7 and 1 9-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , none of the prior art of record, either taken alone or in combination, 
fairly teaches or suggests, in combination with other limitations, a single grounding cable for 
connecting the first loop antenna and the second loop antenna to the metal member. 

Claims 4-7 are allowed for depending on claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 8, none of the prior art of record, either taken alone or in combination, 
fairly teaches or suggests, in combination with other limitations, that in the loop antenna unit, the 
loop antenna, a magnetic member, the metal member, a first isolating member disposed between 
the loop antenna and the magnetic member and a second isolating member disposed between the 
magnetic member and the metal member are laminated. 

Claims 9, 14-17 and 19-27 are allowed for depending on claim 8.
